IA : La Chine prend les renes 

« Maitres du monde seront ceux qui manoeuvreront l’intelligence artifidelle », c’est ainsi que 
s’est exprinfe le President russe Vladimir Poutine lore dune conference sur les nouvelles technologies, 
organise en Septembre 2017 au profit des £tudiants de la federation. 

Le dragon chinois compte une population tres importante et aspire a devenir un leader 
d’economie mondiale avec Lessor qu’a connu le pays ces dernieres decennies. Parallelement, le pays 
oeuvre dans la direction de promouvoir la recherche dans le domaine de l’intelligence artificielle pour 
dominer le monde, ayant pris conscience de son ampleur par sa qualite de sujet de concurrence entre 
les puissances mondiales.

« Laissons les machines etre ce qu’elles sont. Contentons-nous de les utiliser, et autorisons- 
nous, individus, a vivre pleinement notre humanite ».

Heureusement qu'il y avait quelques professeurs et camarades qui nous donnaient un coup de 
main, jusqu'a ce que mon adaptation soit devenu plus fluide. 

Avec les professeurs, je n'avais pas beaucoup de soucis, parce que j’essaye de me situer toujours 
dans le cadre de la relation prof-etudiant. Mais, ce qui ne me plait pas, ce sont les professeurs qui 
expliquent trop en ‘ Darija ‘ surtout lors des TP, oil ils nomment des materiels et decrivent des 
manieres que seuls les locuteurs de cette langue peuvent comprendre. La situation devient encore pire 
lorsqu’on est le seul etranger dans la classe comme cette annee. 
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C'est que, des fois, j'ai l'impression qu'ils oublient qu'on est la lorsqu'ils disent des choses 
importantes et on ne comprend rien du tout, surtout ma lere annee ici, c'etait vraiment de la galere. 
Ce qui m'a pousse d'apprendre de plus en plus le Darija. 

C'est pareil dans les clubs, on est dans les memes situations raison pour laquelle je ne suis 
dans aucun club. 

C'est difficile aussi de travailler en groupe avec certains marocains car ils preferent parler entre eux 
qu’avec d’autres (nous)... » 

Enseignant ou etudiant, ces affirmations nous poussent vraiment a repenser notre 
comportement vis-a-vis cette minorite d’etudiants, et la, la grande question qui se pose : Qui est 
responsable de cette situation ?

Giant is a 1956 American epic Western 
drama film, directed by George Stevens, and based 
on the novel of Edna Ferber. 

The leading roles are played by James Dean, 

Elizabeth Taylor and Rock Hudson, three huge 
figures of the american cinema. 

The movie is about a Texan rancher Bick 
Benedict visits a Maryland farm to buy a prize horse.

The future. Unless you think of it as a period that is yet to occur, the future remains nothing 
but our imagination going wild. Thoughts 
swerving in patterns that lead to scenarios 
which may or may not happen. The 
possibilities are infinite. If you happen to 
combine the future and immortality, which is 
one of the most dated concepts of all time, you 
get the masterpiece that is scythe. 

The book is about the idea of a future 
in which humans achieved immortality, the 
promise of living for hundreds of years and 
getting to choose how you look during that 
lifetime, however, with that promise comes the 
threat that the world might soon be crowded, 
with no other place for humans to escape to. 
which is why even though we might have 
achieved immortality one thing still stands; humans must die. 

In this hypothetical future, as well as archiving immortality, we succeeded in making the most 
perfect form of artificial intelligence, the thunderhead, for not only is it responsible of the whole 
entire world, the thunderhead has gained consciousness, making it able to communicate, understand 
and fulfill human needs. However, the thunder head refuses to be a part of receding the human 
population, which has been prophesied many times as technologies developed, which is why the last 
political institution was founded: The scythedom. 

The scythedom controls scythes whom are carefully chosen HUMANS, trained to kill other 
humans in order to keep the balance of the world, however, the institution faces many bumps along 
the road and throughout the book. 
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The novel also tackles many other very interesting 
subjects, in an innovative and very subjective way, such 
as: Religion, per say, for it is considered a very delicate 
subject. In the future, much like today, religion remains 
a point of conflict, or unity, of many. Although the 
author doesn’t mention it in any way, many readers 
theorize the ending of the sequel to be very similar to 
many religious stories, that is god cutting his ties with 
the rest of humanity and choosing one person as his 
prophet, however this is just a theory and Shusterman 
has yet to comment on the accuracy of it. 

The sequel Thunderhead is one of these few 
books that are not only as good as the first one but even 
better. We get to see how the story evolves and we 
discover more of the political aspect of the schytedom 
which is very interesting since said future has no ground for any kind of political disorder, the 
thunderhead made sure that everything is just fine. 

All in all, scythe is a must read that can compel to all kinds of readers. Whether you like 
science fiction, dystopian or philosophical books, it just doesn't matter because these books deliver 
all these aspects and much more.
